This office action is in response to applicant's amendment/remarks filed December 19, 
2008; claims 1 1-30 are pending and claims 1-10 are cancelled.

therefore, the Claim Rejections-35 U.S.C. 102(b) with respect to claims 11-13, 15, 17, 
21, 23, 25-26, and the Claim Rejections 35 USC 103(a) with respect to claims 14, 16, 18- 
20, 22, 24, 27-30 withdrawn.
